SHI.EVKPORT, La., May U.-La't.Tues- 
day evening about 7 o'clock C. M. Hutch- 
ins shot and killed a young man named 
Lyon, across the liver, iu Bossier parish. 
Lyon lived a few minutes, during which 
time he stepped to a store nearby and got a 
shot-gun antl fired on Hutchlns, Innlctng 
a flesh-wound, and In a second falling 
dead. Hutchins, 
being 
wounded and 


unable to travel to Belvue, was removed to 
our parish Jail next day to prevent any mob 
violence. Yesterday a. m. at 5 o'clock 
deputils of Bossier sheriff gate proper 
receipt! to our sheriff for the purpose of

prisoner

They crossed the river between 5 and 6 
o'clock under guard of five officers, when 
four miles from the city they were met in 
the nwarnp by 100 blacked men who de- 
manded the prisoner.
